PUBLIC HEALTH 
The Los Angeles City Health Com- 


has not had a meeting for five | 
ks due to an internal row, but there 
is no indication that the public health ts 


being particularly affected. This may 


be due to luck or it may be that the 


Health Commission is a negligible factor 
ir. any event, having no particular in- 
fluence one way or the other. 

Under certain conceivable conditions, 
however, the internal dissensions might 
become a serious matter, and such con- 
ditions usually arise without warning. 


The health department, of course, should | 


always be prepared for any likely event- 
uality, and if the fight now going on is 
interfering with the efficiency and pre- 
paredness of the department it may 
have serious consequences. 

Under the Cryer administration, in- 
ternal dissension in the various depart- 
ments is the customary thing. Nearly 
every department of the city government 
has suffered from these factional dis- 

ces. The Mayor’s method of deal- 
with such situations is to let them 
alone and hope that somebody will re- 
sign—a plan which can be commended 
only for its simplicity. The principle 
difficulty is that it is ineffective. The 
commissioners at the head of the various 
departments get along like cats with 
their tails tied together and hung over a 
clothesline; they will not or cannot cut 
their bonds themselves, nor does the 
Mayor sever them. 

This merely slows up the public busi- 
ness in most cases and does no other 
harm, but the health department is one 
the city cannot afford to have disor- 
ganized.
